OSSESSING nothing of the romantic character that its name might imply, 

The Robin Hood Debating Club is of interest as the training ground of 

many of the great orators of its period. It flourished in the reign of 
George the Second, and had its meeting place at a house in Essex Street, off the Strand, 
where every Monday its members debated subjects of many and varied natures.

DISCUSSION has recently been raised in the 
A Press as to the precise meaning of the word 
‘ coney,”’ in relation, on the one hand, to the “ coney ”’ 
of the Bible, and on the other to the rabbit. The 
confusion has arisen from the mistake made by the 
translators of the Bible when they rendered the Hebrew 
word “ shaphan ”’ into “ coney,”’ the name by which 
the rabbit was then known. The word “ coney,’’ or 
“‘cony,”’ is said to have been derived from the Old 
French word connil; 
which, in turn, was de- 


Before proceeding to describe the remarkable 
characteristics of the hyrax, it should be mentioned 
that, just as our translators interpreted the word 
shaphan to mean the coney—the rabbit—because they 
knew nothing of the hyrax; so the old Phoenician 
mariners mistook the rabbit for the hyrax when 
they, somewhere about 1050 a.D., for the first time 
saw large numbers of them, as they were about 
to set foot in Andalusia. So impressed were they 
with the large numbers of what they supposed to 
be the shaphan, or, as they called it, the “ Sipan,”’ 
that they named the country “ Sipania,’’ which we
